Mr.  Gerasimov  holds  the  following  official 
positions  within  the  Soviet  Union.  He  is 
the: 

•  Chief  Spokesman  for  Chairman  Mikhail 
Gorbachev 

•  Chief  Press  Secretary  for  the  U.S.S.R. 
Ministeries  of  both  Foreign  Affairs  and 
Defense 

•  Ambassador  Plenipotentiary  and  Extraor¬ 
dinaire  for  the  U.S.S.R. 

Although  “he  is  a  committed  Communist 
with  ambassadorial  rank,  who  delivers  the 
official  word  on  Soviet  policy,  he  does  not 
fit  most  Americans’  image  of  the  typical 
Soviet  spokesman.”  However,  Mr.  Gerasi¬ 
mov  makes  it  perfectly  clear  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  an  interview  that  “I  have  no  person¬ 
ality  of  my  own.  I  simply  reflect  the  person¬ 
ality  of  the  people  around  me.  If  they  have 
good  personalities,  I’m  good.  And  if  they’re 
bad,  I  am  terrible.”  He  admits  that  he  “has 
become  the  personification  of  Soviet  policy 
to  most  Americans  since  his  appointment  in 
1986.”  (VIEW,  April  21,  1988)

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

What  Is  An  Authentic  Service? 

Professor  Ismar  Schorsch  sent  me  a  copy  of 
his  most  thought-provoking  address  to  the 
United  Synagogue  Convention  last  Novem¬ 
ber  entitled  “A  Synagogue  Is  Not  A  Tem¬ 
ple.” 

He  writes  that  the  temple  where  the  rabbi 
and  cantor  moved  to  the  front  of  the  sanctu¬ 
ary  to  conduct  the  service,  and  where  one 
came  to  listen,  not  daven,  may  have  been 
what  former  generations  of  recently  eman¬ 
cipated  Jews  in  Europe  and  America  needed 
and  wanted.  But  this  may  no  longer  be  the 
case. 

In  this  and  future  articles,  I  intend  to  discuss 
Dr.  Schorsch’s  paper.  It  is,  after  all,  diffi¬ 
cult  to  ascertain  just  what  an  authentic 
Jewish  service  is,  and  if  change  is  needed  at 
all.  Do  we  really  give  in  to  the  fads  of  the 
moment  in  order  to  attract  the  young? 

As  a  launching  pad  for  this  review,  I  quote 
hereunder  from  an  article  printed  some 
years  ago  in  the  Journal  of  Synagogue 
Music  by  Cantors  Samuel  Rosenbaum  and 
Stephen  Richards.  By  the  way,  this  opinion 
exactly  reflects  my  own. 

“Many  generations  have  tried  to  stimulate 
active  participation  in  worship  by  convert¬ 
ing  the  sanctuary  into  a  camp  where  song- 
leaders  have  been  so  successful  in  involving 
young  people  in  singing  together.  Everyone 
stomps  or  claps  in  an  effort  to  recapture 
their  youth  and  the  aroma  of  pinetrees.  The 
hazzan  is  replaced  by  a  song-leader  or 
struggles  to  imitate  one.  The  rabbi  tries  to 
act  as  an  example  for  the  congregation  and 
sings  loudly.  The  organ  gives  way  to  the 
guitar,  or  even  worse,  is  re-registered  to 
imitate  the  guitar  or  accordian.” 


Our  congregants  have  gotten  it  into  their 
heads  that  so  long  as  a  song  has  a  Hebrew 
text  it  is  somehow  a  sacred  song  and 
appropriate  for  inclusion  in  a  prayer  ser¬ 
vice.  Camp-fire  songs  are  meant  for  camp 
fires,  Zionist  songs  for  Zionist  events, 
Hasidic  tunes  for  Hasidim. 

If  someone  wants  to  experience  the  ecstasy 
of  a  Hasid’s  dialogue  with  the  Ribbono  Shel 
Olam,  let  him  live  like  a  Hasid.  Let  him 
believe  in  the  Rebbe.  The  ecstacy  of  the 


Hasid  is  internal.  It  grows  out  of  faith.  Faith 
does  not  grow  out  of  ersatz  ecstasy.  One 
does  not  learn  to  play  the  violin  by  imitating 
Itzhak  Perlman’s  physical  hand  and  finger 
movements.  Those  are  the  result  of  a  life¬ 
time  of  devotion,  study,  and  practice.  Would- 
be  Hasidim  should  take  note. 

It  is  not  only  the  quality  of  the  music  that  I 
lament,  but  the  death  of  prayer  that  this 
music  must  in  the  end  bring  about.  In

Gennady  Gerasimov  possesses  firsthand  and 
intensive  working  knowledge  of  the  Soviet 
governmental  agencies  which  will  affect 
future  relationships  with  the  U.S.  He  will 
candidly  discuss  with  us: 

•  The  current  status  of  Soviet  Jewry 

•  The  present  successes  and  weaknesses  of 
glasnost  and  perestroika 

•  What  guarantees  the  U.S.S.R.  offers  to 
American  businesses  who  may  want  to 
invest  in  the  U.S.S.R.  that  perestroika  will 
continue 

•  How  American  foreign  policy  will  have 
to  change  to  meet  its  stated  objective  to 
cooperate  with  glasnost  and  perestroika. 

Mr.  Gerasimov  began  his  30  year  career  in 
foreign  affairs  as  a  journalist  for  Trud

this  kind  of  leader  have  come.’”  (Ibid.)

Hebrew,  lehitpalel  is  in  the  reflexive  mood, 
derived  from  palol,  to  judge.  Rendering  it 
in  the  reflexive  makes  of  prayer  an  act  of 
self-judgment,  self-evaluation.  Prayer  is  a 
mystical  process  into  which  one  does  not  go 
cold.  Prayer  is  a  state  of  mind  to  which  one 
comes  by  gradually  dropping  off  the  bur¬ 
dens  of  the  environment  and  losing  oneself 
in  thought  and  meditation.  Our  tradition  is 
wise,  it  does  not  rely  on  us  to  improvise 
stimuli  to  meditation. 

Even  though  1  am  a  musician,  I  have  never 
enjoyed  participating  in  community  sing¬ 
ing,  and  I’m  sure  many  others  share  my 
reluctance.  Perhaps  it  is  not  necessary  to 
sing  a  prayer  or  even  say  it  aloud  in  order  to 
participate  in  it.  Perhaps  one  can  pray  by 
listening  intently  to  a  beautiful  rendering  of 
a  cantor,  or  reader,  or  choir.  People  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  Kol  Nidre  prayer  without  singing 
along.  People  actively  are  involved  in  a 
funeral  or  wedding  without  feeling  the  need 
to  join  in  the  Sheva  Brachot  or  the  El  Male.

Customs  and  Traditions 
of  Judaism 

Why  do  we  not  wear  tefillin  on  Shabbat? 
There  are  three  commandments  in  which 
the  word  ot,  a  sign,  is  used: 

•  Wearing  tefillin 

•  Milah — circumcision 

•  Shabbat  observance. 

According  to  Jewish  law,  evidence  in  court 
is  admissable  only  if  it  is  based  on  testimony 
from  two  witnesses  (Deut.  19: 15)  On  week¬ 
days,  the  tefillin  attest  as  one  witness  of  a 
man’s  Jewishness,  the  milah,  as  the  other. 
On  Shabbat,  the  role  of  the  second  witness 
is  taken  by  the  Sabbath,  itself.  Hence,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  wear  tefillin. 

It  is  a  Jewish  custom  to  eat  fish  on  Shabbat 
sometimes.  This  is  to  remind  us  of  the 
mercies  of  God.  As  the  eyes  of  fish  are 
never  closed  because  they  have  no  eyelids, 
so  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  open  at  all  times 
to  watch  over  those  who  fear  him.

G.I.  Passover  in  World  War  II 


At  an  advanced  base  in  New  Guinea,  six  hundred  men  had  gathered  for  Seder,  prepared  in  an 
army’s  mobile  cooker,  served  in  the  Red  Cross  hut.  Somewhere  on  the  mainland,  the  supply 
officer  had  promised  the  fantastic  luxury  of  chicken,  and  a  special  detail  of  men  had  been 
selected  to  go  fishing  for  the  Seder  meal. 

In  covering  his  command,  which  involved  traveling  10,000  miles  by  air,  thousands  by  water 
and  jeep,  Chaplain  Eleazar  A.  Levi  had  come  down  with  malaria  and  tropical  fever.  But  he 
had  persuaded  the  medical  officer  to  permit  him  to  remain  and  conduct  the  Seder.  He 
organized  seven  Seders  on  New  Guinea,  one  in  a  cocoanut  grove  within  sight  and  sound  of 
the  Japanese  lines. 

To  all  the  officers  and  men  celebrating  the  historic  deliverance  of  their  people,  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  base  had  issued  this  inspiring  message:  “The  ideals  of  personal 
freedom  suggested  by  the  story  of  the  Exodus  are  part  of  the  American  tradition .  It  should  be 
of  particular  significance  to  you  that  this  year  you  are  observing  this  festival  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  we  now  find  ourselves.  The  struggle  in  which  we  are  engaged  is  the 
struggle  to  deliver  all  mankind  from  the  slavery  of  a  new  and  more  dangerous  pharaoh  than 
that  of  ancient  Egypt.  We  shall  have  many  hardships  and  heartbreaks  before  victory  is  won, 
but  win  we  will;  and  with  our  hands  and  hearts  strengthened  by  faith  in  God,  we  shall  restore 
to  the  people  of  the  earth  the  God-given  freedom  set  forth  in  the  Bible  in  the  account  of  the 
deliverance  of  your  ancestors  from  that  other  pharaoh.” 

In  the  heart  of  Australia,  three  Jewish  local  residents  were  guests  of  the  Jewish  soldiers  at 
their  Seder.  Said  one  of  these  civilians:  “This  is  the  first  Seder  I  have  attended  in  thirty 
years.  Until  now  I  had  been  worried  about  the  continuity  of  our  people.  With  only  three  of  us 
within  hundreds  of  miles,  and  with  stories  of  the  virtual  wiping  out  of  Jewry  in  central 
Europe,  I  had  begun  to  believe  that  perhaps  our  stock  was  dying  out.  Suddenly,  I  see  several 
hundred  young  vigorous  American  Jews  and  now  I  know  that  our  people  are  still  carrying  on. 
This  splendid  sight  warms  my  heart,  for  it  is  a  token  that,  come  what  may  to  you  or  me,  our 
people  will  go  on  forever.” 


That  note  of  optimism,  of  buoyant  hope,  which  found  its  inspiration  in  the  symbol  of  an 
historic  deliverance  was  sounded  on  lands  and  sea  throughout  the  globe,  wherever  men  and 
women  of  the  American  fighting  forces  were  sitting  down  to  Seder.  Sergeant  Barney  Ross  of 
the  Marines  voiced  it,  too,  when  he  came  back,  invalided  after  Guadalcanal.  In  a  radio 
broadcast  on  Passover  eve,  he  had  declared:  “There  is  going  to  be  a  Seder  tonight  for  the 
Jewish  boys  in  Guadalcanal.  A  couple  of  months  ago  it  didn’t  look  that  way.  Shells  were 
exploding  all  around  me  then.  Waves  of  bombing  planes  were  coming  over  and  I  hid  in  a 
foxhole  that  had  been  getting  a  little  deeper  every  day  since  I  dug  it.  I  couldn’t  have  imagined 
that  in  a  few  months  I’d  be  standing  here  before  a  microphone,  talking  about  Passover,  or 
that  Guadalcanal  would  be  completely  in  American  hands  with  Jewish  men  among  our  troops 
there  holding  Seder  out  in  the  open  air  to  celebrate  both  our  victory  on  Guadalcanal  and  the 
victory  of  the  children  of  Israel  who  fought  for  freedom  against  Pharaoh.”
